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INCREASED ASSESSMENTS: TAXATION BRINGS INFLATION TO FOGGY BOTTOM 


DISTRICT AFFAIRS CHAIRMAN: 


PROFILE -- LINDA TERRY 


The District Affairs Committee is one of the Foggy 
Bottom Association's most important working groups. If 
the Foggy Bottom community has a representative voice 
in the affairs of the City as a whole, itis through the 
activities of this committee. Obviously, then, the more 
activity the better. With this in mind, FBA President Al- 
ling Brown recently filled the vacant chairmanship of 
the District Affairs Committee with one of the commun- 
ity's most active individuals -- twenty-three-year-old 
Linda Terry. 


Atall, pretty blond, Linda gives the impression 
that she hasn't suffered an inactive moment in her life 
(she actively denies this). A management analyst for 
the National Archives and Record Service, she attends 
night school George Washington University. She is 
a member of the Third Precinct Crime Council, and is 
thinking of taking up photography as a hobby. G 
amazing how you can find time to do things when you 
have to," says Linda. 


Denver, Colorado, was her birthplace, but the Wasm 
ington area has been her home since 1956, when her 
family moved to the Virginia suburbs. In 1960 Linda 
graduated from Springfield's Robert E. Lee High School, 
and went onto attend West Virginia Wesleyan University. 


After two years there, however,she dropped out and 
found her way to a job on the Washington staff of the 
Peace Corps. Soon she was traveling to colleges all 
over the country, recruiting for the organization and en- 
joying herself hugely. "I went around sticking up pos- 
ters, calling TV stations and talking to people every- 
where," she recalls. 


After three years of this, however, Linda began to 
get restless for something new, so she left the Corps 
to work for a large employment agency. When that did 
not work out, she moved to her present job at the Nat- 
ional Archives, which runs a sort of management con- 
sultant service for other Government agencies. Linda

Tax assessments in Foggy Bottom have recently been 
increased dramatically by the District Government -- 
in some known cases by 100%. If your rent has vst 
been raised, it probably will be soon. Renters und owm 
ers alike have an opportunity to appeal these increas es, 
however, if they act quickly. 


Townhouse owners have been notified that their land 
valuation has been doubled; that may mean taxes equi- 
valent to those paid by owners of a 4- or 5-bedroom 
house -- with garage space and off-street parking -- 
on perhaps 1/3 acre in one of the better areas of Wash- 


ington, with playgrounds and parks and truly adequate 
government services, 


Reported increases in apartment rents range from 
$10 (efficiencies) or more per month. The large apart- 
ments in Foggy Bottom contain 100 to 200 apartments 
each. At a minimum, the increased rental in a 100-unit 
building would be $1000 per month, or $12,000 annually 
Renters may wonder whether such increases are justified.

is "hired out" as a management trou»le-shooter for other 
organizations, and the variety of challenges is exactly 
to her taste. 


A Foggy Bottom resident for four years, Linda deci- 
ded to become active in the FBA when she realized that 
preoccupation with work and night school was making 
her too self-centered. "It was getting to be nothing but 
me-me-me," she says, "and I wondered, 'Why don'tI 
get out and do something ?' Washington apartments are 
full of girls sitting around and whining that there's no- 
thing to do." 


Linda, by contrast, has a definite philosophy of 
what to do, and she applies it vigorously to her chair- 
manship of the District Affairs Committee. "You can't 
always be a reacting organization," she declares. "You 
have to act. Your gears should be well-oiled, so that 
when something comes up all you have to do is make a 
phone call and the problem gets taken care of."
